The Board will meet in closed session to deliberate on an order addressing a draft Cease and Desist Order and 
Administrative Civil Liability complaint against Stornetta Family Trust and Newton Dal Poggetto, in his capacity as 
trustee of the Stornetta Family Trust, for the alleged unauthorized diversion and use of water from an Unnamed 
Stream tributary to Huichica Creek thence Napa Slough thence Napa River thence San Pablo Bay in Napa County 
and failure to file a Statement of Water Diversion and Use.  This closed session is authorized under Government 
Code section 11126, subdivision (c)(3).
